1 . Claims 1 , 3-8, 1 0-37, and 39-58 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record fails to show or fairly suggest (i) that multiple copies of 
embedded information, which are imperceptibly and repeatedly embedded in an audio 
component of the multimedia source content, are extracted to estimate a duration of 
multimedia content embedded with identification information and (ii) copies of 
embedded information, which are imperceptibly and repeatedly embedded in an audio 
component of the multimedia source content, are extracted from the transmitted 
multimedia content and spacing of the extracted copies of embedded information is 
used to estimate boundaries of back-to-back encoded multimedia clips.
